COMPLETING THE DEAL. 


HOW WIDENER AND ELKINS WILL PAY 
FOR THE WEST SIDE ROAD. 


The Philadelphia Syndicate Has Raised 
the Necessary $4,000,000 in the East 
* end Will Own the West Division Rall- 
way Within Ten Days—A Construction 
Company Will Issue Bonds and Lease 
the Cable Roads—Minority Stockholders 
Quieted—The Syndicate’s Profits. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Sept. 11.—[Special.|— 
Those in the inner circle of the financial 
worid in which Messrs. Peter A. B. Widener 
and William L. Elkins move declare that in 
the course of the next ten days, anu perhaps 
earlier, the famous syndicate of which these 
gentlemen are the head, will have captured 
the West Division Railway of Chicago. The 
money for the scheme has been nearly all 
raised in this city and the East, and the 
scheme is meeting with favor from investors. 
It has been regarded as likely to be 80 
profitable that William H. Kemble, it is said, 
has gone into the operation. When the Phil- 
adelphlans made their first deal in Chicago 
and captured the North Side Railway, they 
received assistance from the banking house 
of Drexel & Co. to the amount of about 
$3,000,000. It is said that the commissions and 
profits of the Drexels in the transaction were 
about $500,000. In the present operation the 


syndicate thought that it could get along 


without the Drexels and save the commis- 
sion to its own members. Therefore the 
scheme is being handled directly by the 
agents of what is known as the Widener- 
Elkins syndicate. ä 

The gentlemen directly interested manifest 
great reticence regarding this vast financial 
deal, the particulars of which as near as can 
be gleaned are about as follows: Ine syndi- 
cate has the option of purchasi a control- 
ling interest in the West Division Railway for 
97 000. The price to be paid for each s 
of stock is said to be about $40. An operat- 
ing and construction company, similar to the 
traction company of this city, is to be organ- 
ized, and it is presumed that this 
tion will then lease the West Divis- 
ion and North Side Roads. The capital 
stock of this concern will be $10,000,000. In 
order to pay for the West Division Railway 
bonds are to beissued to the amount of 
$4.000,000. To all persons who purchase the 
bonds a bonus will be given in the form of 
stock in the operating company to the amount 
of 50 per cent. For instance, a person 
who subscribes for $100,000 worth of 
bonds has $50,000 worth of stock placed to 
his credit upon the payment of the original 
$100,600. The original West Division stock 
will be deposited as security for tke 
payment of the bonds. When the bonds 
have all been absorbed, which will be 
in a few days accordi to present 
advices, there will be left $8,000,000 worth of 
stock of the e company. For this 
Messrs. Widener and Elkins have a first op- 
tion, and upon the payment of $5,000,000 they 
can take the entire $8,000,000 worth of stock. 
This purchase will give the stock a value of

You arris says the woman who 
shot ‘him is Miss Lou Morrison of 
Gilmer County, West Virginia, the daugh- 
ter of a prominent lumber dealer there. 
She is described as a pronounced brunet of 
more than ordinary attractions and perhaps 2% 
years old. Harris says that something overa 
year he met Miss Morrison at her home. She 
fell in love with him, and not caring recipro- 
cate or offend her sensibilities he left the neigh- 
borhood, and fora whole year has been fleeing 
from her preffered love, only to receive what may 
probably prove his déath-wounds at her hands 
within thirt miles of his home. 

When he left Gilmer County she followed him, 
and he led her a long chase through Kentucky, 
Tennessee, rgia, Mississippi, and Texas, 
sometimes yey oe | from her in one town or city 
to come face to face with heria another. Some- 
times a man whose name he was never able to 
learn and who was apparently a detective dogged 
his steps and seemed to put Miss Morrison on 
his trail He left the States and made a tour 
of Mexico. But the mysterious man, and 
often the importunate woman, = upon him. 
He came back to the United States only to be 
haunted by the woman and her mysterious 
knight-errant. His steps were dogged to the very 
threshoid of his amanced's house. Monday last 
Harris started to Zanesville to call upon Miss 
Geiger, and to throw his persecutors off the track 
he went to Cleveland. e first person he met 
was Miss Morrison. 

He fied from Cleveland to Canton on alate 
train, and the next night she found him at his 
hotel in that city. Avoiding her again, he went 
to Newark, and there Miss Morrison again con- 
fronted him. Wednesday evening he was aware 
that she was accompani by her strange male 
escort. Sipping away from Newark, he went to 
Zanesville, hoping that they would not discover 
his whereabouts. 

Thursd y evening he called at Col. Geiger's 
residence and passed a pleasant evening with 
his afflanced and other members of the family.

VICTORY FOR IOWA PROHIBITIONISTS. 


The Supreme Court Upholds the Decision 
Closing the Des Moines Distillery. 

Des Mores, Ia., Sept. 11.—(Special.]—The 

Supreme Court has filed its opinion in the case 

t to permantly enjoin the International 
distill@ry at this place as a nuisance- for alleged 
violation of the Prohibitory lay, It sustains the 
injunetion decree of the lowerécourt. The ma- 
jority opinion, written by Justice Beck, receives 
tue assent of Justices Adams and Rothrock. A 
dissenting opinion, written by Justice Seevers, 
receives the approval of Justice Reed. 

Suit was brought last spring to have the dis- 
tillery enjoined from manufacturing alcohol or 
proof spirits on the ground that the Prohibitory 
law which forbade the manufacture and sale of 
liquor applied to it the same as toa brewery or 
saloon. The owner of the distillery, W. 
Kiad of New York, resisted the suit on the 
ground that his manufacture was entirely for 
export without the State, and that no portion of 
his goods was sold in Iowa. He had

liquor in another State. If it did so a question 
would be presented as to the validity of stat- 
ute. Therefore, the right to sell and transport 
liquor from the State exists simply because 
it is not prohibited. In my opinion the con- 
struction of the statute adopted by the ma- 
jority makes a conflict between it and the 
Constitution of the United States, and therefore 
the fifth u of the foregoing opinion is 
unsound. As long as intoxicating liquors and 
corn are regarded as rty, the right to 
port either out of the State exists, although the 
avowed use of the corn so shipped is for the man- 
ufacture of such liquors in another State.

HENRY JACKSON AGAIN ESCAPES. 


A Chicago Horse Dealer Arrested and 
Taken to Tennessee Set Free. 

CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., Sept. 11.—[Special.]— 
Four weeks ago Henry Jackson of Chicago was 
brought to this city on a charge of swindling Mr. 
Ewing by selling him a 850 trotting horse for 8400. 
When Ewing found he was swindled he obtained 
the necessary extradition papers and sent a de- 
tective to Chicago to arrest Jackson, who was 
subsequently brought here and putin jail. An 
effort to secure his release on a writ of habeas 
corpus was made by Jackson in the State courts, 
which failed. An appeal was then made to Judge 
— of the United States District Court, 
an New night the defendant was discharged from 
custody. 

The question brought before the court was not 
on the merits of the charge, but on the legality 
of the arrest. Jackson was arrested ou a war- 
rant sworn out under Sec. 5,278 of the United 
States Revised Statutes, which provides for the 
extradition of criminals for this class of offenses, 
and which prescribes that the person arrested 
must bea fugitive from justice. Jackson was 
brought to Tennessee, and it was claimed by his 
attorneys that his arrest was il 
and that he was not properly in the 
State, and the offense with which he was charged 
was not extraditable, inasmuch &s he was not a 
fugitive from justice, never ha been in the 
State of Tennessee, and never having resided 
here, where he is brought to be tried. 

On the nt raised, Judge Key said the i- 
tion was based upon the Inter-State Extradition 
law of the Uni States, and that the petition- 
er's claim for the extradition of Jackson as a 
fugitive from justice andas a former resident of 


the State, was in violation of the statute. The 


court held that the peti was sustained, and 
that if the defendant never been a resident 
of the State of Tennessee, which the prosecution 
failed to show, he could not be extradited asa 
fugitive from justice in this State. The court 
further ordered that the prisoner be unmolested 
until he could have had a reasonable time to 
leave os State. In closing his decision Judge 


Key said: 

“ Thewiuty of the court is to protect the citi- 
zen. There are all over the country organiza- 
tions springing up calling themselves detective 
agencies, whose object is not so much the re- 
pression of crime as the punishment of criminals, 
and tbe courts should be careful and investigate 
cases worked up by such organizations to the 
end that justice and only justice be done.

Here is one dividing the honors 
with oysters: Let veal sweetbreads with 
plenty of cream be united to oysters, giving 
an Bas portion to each, sprinkling tender 
sli truffies over each patty before it is 
consigned to the flaky, delicate paste in the 
shells. When the amiable Malherbe says 
that he knows nothing better than women 
and melons, it is difficult to understand how 
the Norman poet omitted oysters, living as 
he did so near the finest beds and fisheries; 
for women do not always agree with people, 
and melons sometimes do not, but who ever 
heard of a complaint of that kind being made 
against oysters! 

Here is an oyster soup that will please all 
tastes, all ages: Stew two dozen chicken’s 
feet in a quart of water for two hours, with 
an ordinary-sized onion and halt a parsnip, 
sliced, and lightly browned, an anchovy, a 
blade of mace, two cloves, two dozen pepper- 
corns, the rind of half a lemon, a dozen but- 
ton mushrooms, and the beards of four dozen 
oysters. Strain, take off the fat, and put the 
oysters in the stewpan with the liquor, leav- 
ing out a little to mix with two tablespoons 
of flour for the thickening. Simmer the oys- 
ters six or seven minutes—if longer, they 
come too hard. Pour a glass of sherry in the 
tureen, the juice of a lemon, a tablespoonful 
of essence of anchovy, fifteen drops of garlic 
— ny the same of tarragon vinegar, and a 
qu of a teaspoonful 2f ee The 
cream of acrab, mixed with hard part 
of a dozen of the oysters, pounded in a mor- 
tar, and added to the soup a minute or 
two before the concluding boil, will 
ony add to its richness and

In France the ylvash fifty-five oys- 
ters in their own 1 ＋ then strain it into a 
stow- pan, put e oysters in a pan of cold 
water; season liquor with a large glass 
or half a pint of white wine— or 
sherry—the juice of two lemons, six blades 
of mace, and a small grated nutmeg; boil the 
seasoned liquor, skim and stir it well; when 
it arrives at a boil, put in the oysters; — 
one good stir, then immedia take them 
from the fire, transfer to a pdish, and 
serve. They are not to boil. 

A salmi of partrid is one of the most 
delicate of game dishes: Cover two large or 
four smail partridges with very thin slices of 
fat cold ham secured with a strong string; 
roast them; be careful that they are not 
overdone. Remove the ham, skin the birds, 
cut them in pieces, and let them get quite 
cold. The next day cut. the meat from the 
bones, season it with cayenne to taste, and 
place it all in a stew-pan. Mix together three 
tablespoonfuls of sweet oil, ag of good 
wine, red or white, and the grated peel and 
juice of an ora Pour this gravy over the 
partrid and let them stew for ten min- 
utes; nadd the well-beaten yelk of an 
egg; stew it four minutes longer. During the 
stewing process continue to shake or move the 
pan over the fire. Serve hot. For roasted part- 
ridges, 133 and quail fill them 
dressing made of fat bacon min F 
chestnuts mashed, seasoned only w 
per.

It is true that impor- 
tant failures are unpleasantly frequent, but 
there are few real surprises among them. The 
collapse of E. S. Wheeler & Co. of New 
Haven, Conn., for instance, had been 
by many long before it happened. pa- 
per is held throughout a wide range of the 
country. If the ‘money market continues 
close we may look for a number of such fail- 
ures during the fall. There is no notable ex- 
citement in’ any branch of business ex- 
cept the oil trade. Dispatches were received 
in this city two or three weeks ago stating 
that a combination was at work in all the 
leading markets of the world trying to get 
control of the supply, and the developments 
of last week go to confirm the statement. 
It appears that production in the American 
fields is to be greatly curtailed. Iron is re- 
ported in fair demand, though some conces- 
sions are made on steel rails, mainly on ac- 
count of the foreign competition. The trade 
in dry goods is active. Country buyers call 
for the immediate shipment of their orders, 
and reassortments are soon required, show- 
ing that the consumptive demand is larger 
than has been expected. The effect of the 
bad crop reports seems to be passing away. 
The average conclusion is that, while the 
corn crop is not to be large, there will be 
enough to go around in this country, and the 
farmers will receive a partial compensation 
for the shortage by higher prices. The South 
is rejoicing in the prospect of a great yield of 
cotton.

OUR CORN CROP. 
The Washington crop report for this month 
came duly to hand Saturday, and as usual 


| there is the widest disagreement as to its 


meaning. It gives the condition of corn at 
the beginning of September as 72.3 per cent, 
but no one seems to know what is the basis 
of the percentage. It was applied by many 
intelhgent men, with widely differing results. 
The department is quoted as naming twenty- 
six bushels to the acre for a full crop, which 
would give a total of about 1,460,000,000 bush- 
els on the reported breadth of 78,000,000 acres. 
Others said if 76.6 per cent gave the 
acknowledged yield of twenty-two bushels 
to the acre last year the total now 
ought to be 1,630,000,000. These represent 
the extremes, and it is of little use to cite the 
numerous intermediate figures. It is a great 
pity that the statisticians cannot give the de- 
sired information in a more definit form 
which could be understood by the average 
reader with little danger of error. Appar- 
entiy it would be easy to say that the named 
percentages of condition must be taken for a 
stated quantity as corresponding to 100, or, 
still better, to send word that these figures 
of percentage indicate the crop total to be 
about so many millions of bushels, subject to 
correction by returns to come in later. As it 
is, the réport is strongly suggestive of the 
parable which was expressly designed to be 
understood only by the few; but it has the 
misfortune of being without an application. 

Some well informed people in this city, 
who have paid out money of their own for 
information relating to the prospect of the 
yield, say that the twenty-six bushel basis is 
the correct one, but that a further reduction 
should be made for the vast quantities of corn 
that have been cut up for feeding to stock, 
the area thus denuded being estimated by 
some at as much as8,000,000acres. With this 
allowance the quantity of corn available at 
the beginning of the new crop year is cut 
| down to not more than 1,825,000,000 bushels. 
These figures are given without vouching for 
their accuracy, but simply for the purpose of 
showing how small a total is figured out by 
some ordinarily well informed men. It should. 
however, be borne in mind that even with 
the best of information the scope of tae 
problem is too wide to permit it to be an- 
swered in such form that one is jus- 
tified in feeling sure that the fig- 
ures are within a large percentage of 
the truth. After the returns of the cutting 
and shelling are all gathered in there will 
stall be room for an error of some 50,000,000 
bushels in making out the total, let the work 
be done as thoroughly and conscientiously as 
it may. At this date in the crop year a still 
greater error may be regarded as possible, if 
not probable. Fortunately, however, the 
chief value of crop statistics does not so much 
consist in a statement of aggregate yield as 
it does in the general comparison that may 
be made with conditions and acreage at 
former dates. The information that the per- 
centage of condition fell from 80 and a frac- 
tion at the beginning of last month to 72 and 
a fraction at its close, indicating a reduction 
of about 10 per cent, is of great value. So 
also is the statement that the yield in the 
seven surplus producing States will be avery 
low one, especially when it is remembered 
that three-fourths of all the corn produced in

GROWTH OF THE CONSTITUTION. 

Mr. Gladstone’s recent high tribute to the 
Constitution of the United States Was not a 
passing compliment, a graceful expression of 
gratitude for the flattering invitation to par- 
| ticipate in the centennial celebration of the 

framing of that great instrument, but a repe- 
tation of his deliberately expressed judgment. 
Long ago he said: The American Constitu- 
tion is the most wonderful work ever struck 
off at a given time by the brain and purpose 
of man.” In the sense probably intended 
this is certainly true. No other one piece of 
statecraft can at all compare with itasa 
basis and guide in political or governmental 
affairs. And naturally to an English states- 
man who can find no precedent for such a 
thing inany national government it would 
seem to have been struck off’; but as a 
matter of fact 1t was a growth rather than a 
birth from the brain of any man or set ot 
men. 

The fact that no less than ten amendments 
were added almost immediately shows that 
the work was left in an incomplete state by 
the Constitutional Convention, and that the 
discussion which followed close on the heels 
of the adjournment developed weak spots in 
the fabric which had been woven. But we 
referred more particularly to the steps which 
led up to the weaving of the original fabric. 
These were the Articles of Confederation, 
which were the first bond on National Union. 
The convention was calied to amend that in- 
strument and not to push it aside. The actual 
changes made were not many, and, as Tun 
Trrsune Saturday pointed out, the real ob- 
ject had in mind in framing an entirely new 
Constitution was only partially and evasively 
attained. But the seed from which the 
Constitution grew was planted long before 
that partnership paper was drawn up. The 
eight articles of the New Engiand Confed- 
eracy, the parent seed, date back to 1643. 
Time was a powerful factor in bringing the 
Constitution into existence. Again, the sev- 
eral States had Constitutions any one of 
which would have been of invaluable service 
to the convention in the prosecution of its 
work. Those States, in turn, had for guid- 
ance in constitution-making their several 
charters as colonies. It would not be strain- 
ing the point to trace the idea of constitu- 
tional government to the relations between 
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its of these two authorities had to be defined 
with all practicable sharpness, thus accustom- 
ing the provincial mind to the idea of polit- 
ical power with well-established boundaries. 

The framers of the Constitution did not in- 
tend that their work should be disturbed. 
They made it extremely difficult to add to or 
take from the document as left by them, but 
the first Congress proposed a long series of 
amenaments which were adopted with eager- 
ness. The original Constitution contained 
seven articles, and the amendments submit- 
ted in one batch were ten in number. Per- 
haps there is no more remarkable fact in the 
constitutional history of this country than 
the length of time during which no change 
was made in the Constitution—namely: from 
1804 to 1865. Buch stability was in itself a 
strong argument in favor of constitutional 
government. No doubt it had much to do 
with the remarkable spread of the idea of 
such government throughout Europe. The 
Old Worid is hardly less indebted to this 
country for governmental reform than our 
sister Republics. With nis broad and clear 
conception of what has been and now is 
going on the world over, Mr. Gladstone 
could not fail to feel that the Constitution of 
the United States, in its practical working, 
had done an incalculably great and beneficent 
work for mankind. 


ABOUT REDISTRICTING THE CITY. 

Acting on resolutions passed some months 
ago, Col. Scribner, Chairman of the Repub- 
lican City Committee, appointed @ sub-com- 
mittee of ward “strikers” last week to 
“assist” the Aldermen in the work of redis- 
tricting the city in accordance with the law 
passed last winter. It is probable that ina 
few days Mike McDonald’s Democratic com- 
mittee, acting on similar resolutions, will 
also appoint a sub-committee to advise the 
Aldermen inthis matter. But the latter may 
be ungrateful enough to refuse the assist- 
ance of both committees. They may come to 
the conclusion that the redistricting of the 
city is a matter in which the managing pol- 
iticians have no right to interfere. They 
may even resent the interference of the sub- 
committeemen as an impertinence. They 
may be led to believe, too, that those who 
urged the appointinentof the sub-committees 
were inspired by sinister and selfish purposes 
and not by the higher motives of promoting 
the public good, nor even by a desire for the 
advancement of their respective parties. 

The complexion of the Republican sub- 
committee wili confirm this latter impression. 
It consists of Chris Mamer, Chairman; 
Coroner Henry L. Hertz, J. W. Wainwright of 
the County Clerk’s Office, Felix Puschek, a 
City-Hall clerk; Robert Mitchell, a police- 
court clerk; and Pliny B. Smith, a railroad 
attoraey. If Hertz’s deputy, “ Billy“ Kent, 
had been put on the committee he ma- 
chine ’’ would be complete. One can imagine 
how this sub-committee might redistrict the 
city so as to insure the continuance of the 
members as city and county committeemen 
and ward bosses, and how neatly they might 
carve out wards that would reélect such of 
their political pets and chums as Ald. Mueller, 
„Larry“ Lore, Henry Severin, and Steve“ 
Revere. The sub-committee, with the excep- 
tion of Mr. Smith, seem really to have se- 
cured their appointments for the purpose of 
perpetuating themselves and half a dozen 
boodie Aldermen in office. 

The Council. Committee on Elections, to 
which this matter of redistricting was re- 
ferred early in July, on the motion of Ald. 
Kerr, is fully competent to deal with this 
subject, and will doubtless pay very little 
attention either to Col. Scribner’s or to Mike 
McDonald's sub-committee. The Council com- 
mittee is admirably fitted for the work on 
hand. It consists of Ald. Wheeler, Dixon, 
Wetherell, Kerr, and McCormick. These 
Aldermen have had the subject under consider- 
ation for some time, but have agreed to post- 
pone definit actuon until after the November 
elections. This is prudent for several rea- 
sons. 


It is probable, for example, that several 
suburban districts will be added to the city 
at the approaching election. These districts 
will have to be taken into account when 
wards are being set off. Some of them, as in 
the case of the Lake View section, will make 
separate wards. There will also bea fuller 
registration next month than there has been; 
and the committee and the Council will have 
to be governed in a great measure by the 
registries in redistricting. The school cen- 
sus of May, 1886, was made in such a stupid 
and bungling way as to be of little value in 
the work. Besides there have been radical 
changes in the population since, especially in 
the suburbs to be annexed, and in the out- 
lying wards like the Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, 
Twelfth, Thirteenth, Fourteenth, and Fif- 
teenth. The registration will fairly in- 
dicate these changes. Besides in cutting 
up the city into wards care must be taken 
not to interfere with the precinct bound- 
aries, 80 as to avoid the large expenses of 
change. There will be ample time for the 
work between November and March, when 
the notice for the spring election is issued. 
It is in good hands. The less the political 
committees are allowed to interfere in the 
matter the better. Redistricting should be 
carried out on a non-partisan basis.

Thatisa 
startling probability. Orif I ought not to 
call it a probability, at least a possibility. It 
would be more if certain French speculators 
of the Ferry stripe were sure of having their 
way. For some montis they have been plot- 
ting and scheming, and now they have got 
bold enough to show their hands to the 
world. They look apon Brazilas the China 
of the New World, and they propose to re- 
peat upon her northern boundary their Ton- 
quin tactics. How far they will succeed re- 
mains to be seen. I don’t believe the present 
Government will back them up. But the 
next few weeks are likely to be trying ones 
for the Brazilian Legation here. 

Baron D’Arinos is the Ambassador of Bra- 
ul here. From him I have received an ac- 
count of the French enterprise. There is, he 
said, a tract of neutral land lying between 
Brazil and French Guiana. It extends from 
the Guiana frontier almost to the Amazon 
River, and has a seacoast of nearly 200 miles. 
In form it is almost an equilateral triangle, 
and its area is perbavs 25,000 square miles. 
Nominally it is a part of Braml. It is marked 
as such, I believe, on every good map of 
South America. But really it is neutral 
ground. It has no good harbor. It consists 
of sterile mountains and unhealthy swamps. 
It is about as worthless a piece of territory as 
any in the world. Nearly fifty years ago, 
when the boundary between Brazil and 
French Guiana was delimited, a formal treaty 
was entered into between the two nations 
making this neutral territory forever. Now 
this territory, the name of which, taken from 
its “Capital,” is Counani, is not densely 
populated.
